5 cups cake flour 
1 tsp. baking soda

Vt tsp. doves 
1 tsp. salt 


Cream shortening and sugar. Add honey and blend well. Sift dry 
ingredients and add to creamed mixture. This cookie dough can be 
rolled and cut in various shapes with cookie cutters, formed with a 
cookie press or dropped from a teaspoon. Bake on greased cookie 
sheets at 350 degrees for 15 minutes. Serve the cookies plain, 
decorate with frosting or before baking, sprinkle with colored sugar. 
Yield: approximately 1 0 dozen.

Professional athletes recognize 
one thing perhaps more than 
anything else, and that’s money. So 
the way to get their attention for 
violating the rules is to sock them 
in the pocketbook. 
At the Dallas Cowboy training 
camp in Thousand Oaks. Calif., 
coach Landry has a lot of fines 
which he levies on the Cowboys. 
For example, a player’s helmet 
must never touch the ground. If it 
does, it will cost him $25. Helmets 
off during drills or chinstraps 
unfastened, even when doing push­ 
ups, bring sim ilar $25 fines. 
Players are fined $25 for every 
pound they are overweight. There’s 
a $50 fine for being late to 
meetings, practice, or a trainer’s 
or doctor’s appointment. There’s a 
$100 tag for being late for any 
scheduled transportation. 
The Cowboys have a curfew at 
training camp and each player 
must be in his room by ll p.m. 
Anyone not in place at bed check 
time gets a $100 fine for the first 15 
minutes they are absent. Each 
additional 15 minutes is worth 
another $100. Any Cowboy who 
suffers a sprained ankle without 
protective wraps is fined $250. lf a 
player loses his playbook the fine is 
$1,000. All of these fines are 
doubled for each subsequent of­ 
fense. 
There are fines for leaving the 
bench during a fight in a game, for 
throwing the ball into the stands 
and for being thrown out of a 
game. The money goes into what 
is called the Thomas Henderson 
Fine Fund. The second year 
Cowboy linebacker got the dubious 
honor of having it named after him 
reportedly because he was fined a 
total of $1,500 in one game last 
year.
